The revolt, they pointed out. consti­ 
tutes tin* first time a Roosevelt Con­ 
gress has refused to give the President 
a blank check or dared to slash bls 
requests for relief funds.

■ Lovelace and his associate perfected a 
- simple, compact oxygen mask which 
I permits aviators to 
fly 
at 
greater 
j heights, use their radio and yet operate 
a ship efficiently. 


He cited an interesting reaction of a 
pilot who made regular weather flights 
up to an altitude of 16,000 feet. 
“As a result of an altimeter 
Dr. Lovelace said, 
“the 
pilot 
was 
j climbing approximately two feet for 
every one registered on his instru­ 
ment panel. At a reading of 8,000 feel 
(actually 16,000 feet) the pilot first 
noticed the onset of weakness, vertigo, 
slight confusion, a slight diminution of 
j co-ordination. 


) 
“While flying at th is height the pilot 
: found himself unable to express his 
I thought over the radio. He dropped the 
microphone and looked for it 
some 
jtime. The thought never occurred to 
birn to turn on the cockpit light.” 
On reaching an actual elevation of I 
20,000 feet here is what happened, ac-J 
cording to Dr. Lovelace. “The plane 
went into a 
tailspin. 
This did 
not I 
I alarm him at all and he repeated the 
ascent to this altitude several times, 
each time falling off in a spin, pulling 
up and climbing again. 
He kept this up for an hour and 
was so angry that he was crying. He 
passed out and on awakening was in 
j a full power dive toward the ground. 
At this time the normal gas supply 
ran out and he turned on the emer­ 
gency tank. However, his judgment 
I was so impaired that he continued to 
I try to climb for a few minutes longer 
j but finally realized what had been go­ 
ing on and made a landing at a com­ 
mercial field without using the l>ordcr 
lights or landing lights. Fatigue, loss 
: of appetite, tremor and subjective loss 
j of confidence lasted for about 24 hours 
after the flight.” 
It was pointed out that another av i­ 
ator, a transport pilot on the Minneap- 
jOlis-Los Angeles run, never ate in the 
air above 10,000 feet because it upset 
his stomach. I'se of the oxygen mask 
eliminated the trouble. 
, 
Besides benefiting aviation and med­ 
ical science individually, the mask will 
allow persons with heart trouble to 
travel in perfect safety and comfort. 
Ordinarily those so affected would faint 
, and become quite ill at high altitudes. 
The mask, which

by 
j Howard Hughes on a recent cross­ 
c o u n t r y flight, will be a great help to 
the army air corps.
